It now looks as if Congress will 
adjourn without giving the silver 
ifiterests of the nation another 
blow, with deadly intent. Proba- 
ably Mr. Cleveland and his follow- 
ers realize that sixteen ounces of 
silver are equal to one ounce of 
gold, inasmuch as the quantities 
are, legally and essentially, so ac- 
cepted at every Custom House 
from Eastport, Maine, to the mouth 
of the Rio Grande, and from Puget 
Sound to San Diego in the Pacific. 
They stand on an equal footing at 
the Federal Treasury, and forevery 
form of taxes or dues, Federal or 
State, while also equal throughout 
the country in payment of all indi- 
vidual indebdtedness, except in 
sprcial cases of specific contracts, 
just as it is in the power of any one 
in New York to contract that ten 
tierces of claret shall be paid for on 
delivery in Napoleons, ora hun- 
dred tons of steel rails in English 
sovereigns. 

The question of ‘‘What is money?” 
was answered by Mr. Clay, when 
United States Senator from Ken- 
tucky, as follows: ‘Whatever a 
Government agrees to receive in 
payment ofthe public dues * * 
is money—current money, no mat- 
ter what its form may be, bills, or 
paper are made under authority of 
the United States.’’ That is to say, 
in the words of Aristotle, “‘money 
has value only by law.’’ 


—— 


The United States Senate this 
morning dealt another blow at ldt- 
teries, in passing a bill prohibiting 
all newspapers and periodicals con- 
taining lottery advertisements freém 
passing through the mails. It 
might be advisable for the proper 
authorities to enforce the law the 
nation already has to probibit the 
use of the mails in carrying on lot- 
teries, or else bave Congress make 
the necessary provisions to do away 
with the loop-holes, if such there 
be, that these companies are said to 
find to creep through when pursued 
* by the courts. As long as the roots 
remain the evil will grow. Cutting 
off a branch bere and there will not 
ascomplish the desired result. 


It was unfortunate for the move- 
ment to reform our commercial re- 
lations with Canad. upor a better 
basis of mutual benefit and justice 
that our barking dogs of war were 
let loose so soon. Tois war talk is 
ill-advised. Neither is our country 
por Engiaid prepared or disposed 
to go to war with one another. Cer- 
tainly Canada, remarks the Circin- 
nati Commercial Gazette, with all 
her bluster, is not in a condition for 
such a conflict. However, no in- 
telligent and patriotic citizen of the 
United States halts in expressing 
the opinion that the policy of Can- 
ada is to ask too much and to grant 
too little. 


A Rev. Mr. Baxter bas muddled 
himeelf with figures and developed 
into a full fledged crauk.

Reno, Nev., February 28. 

Editor Gazette:—Many inquiries 
by letter and in person reach me 
from persons outside and inside of 
this State as to the probable 
amount of land in Nevada which 
can be brought under cultivation 
by irrigation and otherwise. Since 
my comiug bere I have dilligently 
studied these questions, but from 
the fact that my duties keep me 
closely within office walls, and also 
as the season is not favorable to 
travel, it being Winter time, I can- 
not say that I have made much 
progress, except to gather informa- 
tion from individuals, much of 
whieh, based upou experieore, is 
valuable. I find that we pave about 

5,000 miles of mountain raoges iu 

the State, the greater portion of 

which can be made available in 
storing water for irrigating pur- 
poses, and to supply a large amount 
of water power for mechanical 


ses. 

Using all the informatiou in 
reach, lam able to make up the 
following approximate estimate of 
available agricuitural lands iu the 
State, includiig the land nuw un- 
derimprovement: Area of moun- 
tains, 55,400 square miles; area of 
water surface, 960 square miles; uu- 
available area, 56,360 square miles; 
total area of the State,] 10,700 syuare 
miles; total uaavailable area, 56,560 
square miles; available lands, 54,340 
jew miles, Of this quautity, 
54,340 square miles, there are about 
30,900 square miles, a portion of 
which is denominated ‘“desert’’ 
upon the maps, aud all of it lies so 
far from mountain rauges as to, in 
my mind, preclude the idea of im- 
provement by the mea. s of irrigat- 
ing ditches. I will describe this 
area further on. 

I gather from the State Sur- 
veyor General’s report for the years 
1885-6 that there was under culti- 
vation in the State, for the latter 
year, 92,100 acres of land, or, in 
round numbers, 144 square miles. 
From all that I have said, it is seen 
that the surface of the State i» 
divided about as follows: Moun- 
tains, 55,400 square miles; desert 
lands, 30,900 square miles; water 
surface, 960 square miles; tillable 
lands, 23,440 square miles. The 
last item contains the amount al- 
ready under cultivation, which is 
144 square miles, leaving 23,300 
‘square miles or sectious of valuable 
er aggre lands, which, with an 

uate water supply, will cer- 
tainly be equal in value and pro- 
duction to tne best lands of that 
class anywhere in the wurld. 

As to the distribution of the 
snows and rains, all that I can say 
is that it seems asif the slopes of 
the Sierra Nevada mountains in 
the State catch and hold the maxi- 
mum quantities of the annual falls, 
and that the precipitation falls off 
in quantity from some point in 
Washoe county northward, east- 
ward and southeastward. There 
may be other points or small areas 
in the State which will gather as 
much of the annual prec:pitation 
as does the eastern siopes of the 
Sierras, but thit remains to be 
seen. However, | feel certain that 
the mountain ranges within 
the State, north of the Gouv- 
erumeut base of surveys, catch 
more thau enough water per year 
to put every acre of the 23,300 square 
miles of tillable lands, which lie 
spread out at the foot of their slopes, 
under perfect cultivation. The rain- 
fall, properly saved _ inj reseryoirs, 
would do this and also furnish an im- 
mense pow er for milis aod other me- 
chanical purposes. The evidence of 
tois lies in the large streams of water 
which are to »e found taking their rise 
in the lower slopes of the mountains 
in White Pine and Elko counties, in 
the eastern part of the State—a region 
which certainly receives less rain and 
snow than does the more favored 
western portions. 

I come now to speak of that part of 
the State which lies south of the base 
line of Government re It is 
this on which contains the greater 
part o 
desert lands. I am not able to say 
anything definite about its borders, 
many mountain slopes, which gather 
a sufficient quantity to supply

water to reservoirs,and thus furnish 
& permanent supply. When the maps, 
of this locality are looked over closeiy 
it is seen that though the surtace is 
dry and desert-like, yet there must be 
a bountiful stock of water somewhere, 
from which the supply of the numer- 
ous springs of this nis obctained. 
the maps for it, there are far 
more springs to the square mile here 
than in any other part of the State. 
To my mind, this is certain evidence 
that benea‘h this dry surface lies an 
inexhaustible er water, which 
is drained from more higher 
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low it, will, I am sure, other things 
being — furnish a sure crop of al- 
falfa. This I know from what I saw 
in New Mvxico in many places, a few 
years ag». Toe Mexicans, and in a 
very few cases, Americans, were get- 
ting very good returns from that for- 
age crop without irrigation. It was 
all io knowing bow to select the places 
to grow it. They told me that it took 
the plant two years to get its roots suf- 
ficientiy deep into the soil, and that 
during the time it was rooting the 
p.ant above ground remained about 
one or two invhes high and did not 
grow at all, but seemed dying all the 
time, The third year itshot up to its 
full growth, and from that time good 
crops were assured from it, however 
hotand dry the season happened to 
be. They sowed the 4eed just at the 
beginning of the season of rainfall or 
at tbe end of the Winter, when thaw- 
ing, Moist soil was assured, and then 
let the plant take vare of itself. That 
the Mexican theory of the deep-reach- 
ing roots of this plant get:ing down to 
a deep-laid moist layer was the secret 
of the success of the dry planting of 
this crop, I was fully made to believe, 
when afterwards I was shown by the 
Catholic priests of Albuquerque their 
experiments, in which they had care- 
fnily dag to the depth of the smallest 
fibre which they could perceive and 
bandle, and thus had excavated per- 
pendicalarly thirty-five feet before 
they reached the end of the roots in 
many cases. I saw this plant culti- 
vated in door-yards where the mate- 
rial of the soil was the toughest adobe 
clay, where, by eprinkling it from 
time to time while it was rooting it- 
self, the result was that it soon cov- 
ered the dry hard surface with its re- 
freshing green, where before nothing 
elise had grown. Ali this was done in 
a region of much less rain-fall than 
this State enjoys—fully one-half less, 
[ also believe that in many places 
small grain may be raised without ir- 
rigation simply by carefally watchiug 
forthe time when the Winter snow- 
falls are alinost to cease and then sow- 
ing the seed, which will have the ai- 
vantage of the moisture held by the 
soil until it can sprout, grow and per- 
fect the grain, before the hottest dry 
weather comes on.

the motley heap of careless!

observed a diminutive, dust-covered 
statue and asked permission to ex- 
amine it. 

The pawnbroker dragged the 
statue out over the heap of old iron 
and scraps of copper, pee itoff with 
a bit of carpeting, and said grum- 
blingly: ‘*Tbat thing seems fated to 
stick to me; twelve years ago | was 
fool enough to loan a man $36 on it, 
believing that it was valuable, but 
Il have aever been able to sell it. 
[ still believe it has some merit and 
will let you have it for $25.” 

Padre Graeco, who is a cultivated 
man—a connoisseur—said: ‘‘It is 
really a Valuable workof art. I will 
mentiea it to some of my parishioners 
and may possibly be able to send 
you apurchaser. The sole difficulty 
is my fear that it is stolen property, 
else I would take it now.” 

‘*Perhaps it did not belong to the 
individual who pledged it,’’ re- 
sponded the pawnbroker, “‘but I had 
itfor years in the outer shop, and had 
any search been made, there it was 
forthe ownertoreclaim. ladvanced 
the man (whom | believed to be the 
owner) $36; he never = emt to re- 
deem it, therefore it became mine 
legitimately by the lapse of time.’’ 

The Padre still felt some scruples 
and refused to take the coveted statue, 
but subsequently having consulted 
some friends, among whom was a 
distinguished lawyer, he decided to 
buy and resell it in order to pay off 
a certain lien upon the new chapel 
which bas just been added to the old 
church of San Diego. 

The statue is a Hercules of jasper 
three feet high, and the workman- 
ship is exquisite. 

When the good Padre Juan Graeco 
exhibited his art treasure, several 
lmperialists at once recognized it as 
oneof Maximilian’s especial “‘gems.’’ 
A Mexican gentieman who had lived 
in the imperial court says: ‘“That 
Hercules was found in Pompeii and 
presented to the Emperor Maximil- 
ian’s mother by a member of the 
royal family of Naples, and she gave 
it to her son years before he came to 
Mexico.” 
| This account may be true and isa 
thousand times more probable than 
the ridiculous story afloat to the 
effect that the statue is the work of 
Phidias, and has belonged to the 
House of Hapsburg for centuries. 
Had the Romans brought this Her- 
cules from Greece to adorn the 
Eternal City, and had it ever found 
its way to Austria, the art world 
would long ago have been cognizant 
of the fact. The probabilities are 
that it was found in Pompeii. 

General Jesus Lalanne, governor 
of State, offered Padre Juan $4,000 
for the statue; the offer has been de- 
clined. There may yet arise some 
question as to ownership, for it is 
quite probable that it was stolen 
irom the palace during the confusion 
which prevailed immediately alter 
the execution of the unfortunate 
emperor. On the other hand, Max- 
imilian may have given this jasper 
statue to some faithful friend or 
olficer, who, becoming poor, was 
obliged to pawn it, and either had no 
means to redeem it at the proper 
time, or perhaps died.
